R 
ADIUM 
was 
"discovered,” 
or 
rather Isolated from other chem­ 
ical oUmonts in 1898 by the famous 
Polish scientist, Mfldame Curie, work­ 
ing In her laboratory In Paris. 
For many years prior to that time 
western prospectors had been notic­ 
ing tho peculiar deposits- of a sub­ 
stance 
known 
geologically 
as 
car- 
notite that existed In 
considerable 
quantities in the Colorado mountains. 
Following the discovery of radium 
and the revelation that carnotlte was 
a mineral from which radium could 
be extracted, once a commercial proc­ 
ess was found that would separate the 
radium at a cost that was not prohlbW 
tire, new value was placed on these 
Colorado claims. 
It remained for a Pittsburgh family 
by the name of Flannery to make the 
plunge. 
Headed by one of the broth­ 
ers, Joseph Flannery, they bought up 
a large number of Colorado carnotlte 
claims and began spending money In 
reeearch that would show a way te 
get out the radium. 
As the years passed they came sev­ 
eral times almost to the point of aban­ 
doning this venture and are said ac­ 
tually to have been in meeting, plan­ 
ning to stop work, when, In 1013, a 
technical man burst Into the room 
with the announcement that a proc­ 
ess had been perfected. 
Extraction of radium from carnotlte 
became an Important American In­ 
dustry, measured on the minute scale 
that governs where radium Is con­ 
cerned. 
America began 
to produce 
about 25 to 30 grams of pure radium 
annually. 
From 1913 until 1923 the Flannery 
radium concern dominated not only 
the American market but practically 
the 
world 
market 
for 
rndium. 
In 
1923, however, came more Important 
discoveries of radium In the Belgian 
Congo. 
There radium was produced 
at a cost much below the American 
and In quantities approximately twice 
as large, four gram* a month or near­ 
ly fifty a year. Since the Congo depos­ 
its, which come from a different ore 
from carnotlte. have been worked the 
production of this rare and mysterious 
element has stopped in 
the United 
States.

It is suggested that this infor­ 
mation relative to the display and 
usage of the National Emblem be 
cut out and pasted in the

book for future reference. 
The following rules 
governing 
the display of the Stars and Strip­ 
es may be of benefit to 
some 
at 
this season of the year, and espec­ 
ially when we want to display the 
National Color on Flag Day, June 
14, Memorial Day, July Fourth and 
Armistice Day. 
When the 
flag 
of 
the United 
States is displayed in 
a 
manner 
other than by being flown from a 
staff, it should be displayed 
flat, 
whether indoors or out. 
When dis­ 
played either horizontally or ver­ 
tically against a wall, the 
union 
should be uppermost and to 
the 
flag’s own right, i. e., to the 
ob­ 
server’s left. When displayed in a 
window, it should be displayed 
in 
the same way, that is. with 
the 
union or the blue field to the left of 
the observer in the street. 
When 
festoons or resettes, 
or 
drapings 
of blue, white and red are desired, 
bunting should be used, hut never 
the flag. 
When displayed over the middle 
of the street, as between buildings, 
the 
flag 
of 
the United States 
hould 
be 
suspended 
vertically 
with the union to the north in an 
east and west street, or with 
the 
union to the east in a north 
and 
south street. 
When flown at half 
mast 
the 
flag is first raised to the full staff

Most of the present-day tubes con 
tain the thoriated-tungsten type of 
filament, although a few types make 
use of the oxide-coated type. The for­ 
mer depends for its electronic emls 
sion upon a surface layer of active 
material. 
This surface layer, how­ 
ever, Is not applied by mechanical 
means as in the latter case, but Is au­ 
tomatically formed on the surface by 
the operation of the filament at a cer­ 
tain temperature. Therefore, operated 
at its critical temperature, the tliori- 
ated-tungsten filament will constant­ 
ly replenish its surface layer, so that 
the tube will function at maximum 
efficiency. 
I f the filament Is consist­ 
ently 
operated 
at 
an 
overvoltage, 
however, the electron emission will 
drop off more or less rapidly, due to 
the destruction of the active surface, 
and In time the tube will become In­ 
operative. 
A tube may be paralyzed 
even In a few minutes by filament 
overload. 
The baffling feature of the thorl- 
ated-tungsten filament Is that it may 
be burning quite brightly, yet the tube 
will fall to function. 
This Is due to 
the destruction of the electron emit 
ting surface layer. 
As a plain tungs­ 
ten filament, the tube must be op­ 
erated at a temperature of from 400 
to 
500 
degrees 
Centigrade 
higher, 
which is usually not attained where 
everything has been arranged for the 
thoriated-tung8ten 
filament. 
Hence 
the tube is inoperative or paralyzed. 
The smaller thoriated-tungsten fila­ 
ment tubes, particularly the dry-cell 
109 and 120 types, are most subject 
to paralysis, due to the critlcul volt­ 
age. 
For this reason, the careful ra­ 
dio enthusiast, anxious to enjoy nor­ 
mal life and best results from bis 
tubes, will employ an expensive and 
accurate voltmeter so as to keep the 
voltage at the proper mark.

tive, new value was placed on theee 
Colorado claims. 
It remained for a Pittsburgh family 
by the name of Flannery to make the 
plunge. 
Headed by one of the broth­ 
ers, Joseph Flannery, they bought up 
a large number of Colorado carnetlfte 
claims and began spending money In 
research that would show a way to 
V»t out tho radium.

Moat of the preaent-duy tubes con­ 
tain the thorlated-tungHten type of 
filament, although a few types mnke 
use of the oxide-coated type. The for­ 
mer depends for Its electronic emis­ 
sion upon a surface layer of active 
material. 
This surface layer, how- 
evsr. Is not applied by mechanical 
means as In the latter case, but Is au­ 
tomatically formed on the surface by 
the operation of the filament at a cer­ 
tain temperature. Therefore, opernted 
at Its critical temperature, the thori- 
ated-tungsten filament will constant­ 
ly replenish Its surface layer, so that 
the tube will function at maximum 
efficiency. 
If the filament Is consist­ 
ently 
operated 
at 
an 
overvoltage, 
however, the electron emission will 
drop off more or less rapidly, due to 
the destruction of the active surface, 
and in tlmo the tube will become In­ 
operative. 
A tube may he paralyzed 
even In a few minutes by filament 
overload. 
The baffling feature of the thori- 
ated-tungsten filament Is that It may 
be burning quite brightly, yet the tube 
will fall to function. 
This Is due to 
the destruction of tho electron emit­ 
ting surface layer. 
A m a plain tungs­ 
ten filament, the tube must be op­ 
erated at a temperature of from 400 
to 
000 degrees Centigrade 
higher, 
which Is usually not attained where 
everything has been arranged for the

than one four or five feet and a great 
deal more with a 20-foot one than 
one ten feet high.
